age pension law. 
the Federal 
G overnm ent pays lo each state an 
am ount equal to the average j aid by 
the S tate to old agt* pensioners who 
are eligible and are on the r« * 11 under 
the S tate adm inistration of old ago 
assistance or pensions. 
The m axi­ 
mum limit is $14.00 per month on 
the part of the Federal governm ent, 
hut there is no minimum fixed bv 
the law. 
The result ha- been that -in 
some states the Federal contribution 
has been out of proportion to the 
same contribution 
in other states. 
F’or instance, in Arkansas, the state 
contribution am ounts to something 
over $3.00 per month and. therefore, 
the Federal governm ent pays to the 
eligible old age pensioners in A rkan­ 
sas som ething over $3.00 per month. 
However, in oth er states, such as 
Colorado and California and some 
of the richer states, the Federal gov­ 
ernm ent in some instances pays the* 
full $15.00 m axim um 
limit. 
This 
situation has created a state of in- 
equality in the amount of Federal 
j contributions because of inabilit y or 
unwillingness of some states to make 
substantial 
paym ents 
or 
contribu­ 
tions to eligible pensioners on the 
old age pension rolls. 
An anomaly 
is presented of the Federal govern­ 
ment paying to eligible pensioners on 
the old age pension rolls a little over 
$3.00 in A rkansas and to a jieraon 
similarly situated who mav reside in 
Colorado $15.00 out of the Federal 
treasury.
